icy Atlantic. 


The new disasters struck on the 


heels of spring tornadoes 
which 


spiraled through the south over the 
week-end, with 29 persons believed 
to have perished and untold pi'op- 
erty damage inflicted in Louisiana 
and Mississippi. 


Nature's latest freak attack hit 


western and 
eastern 
seaboards 


alike. From the lush Sacramento 
valley in California came reports 
of 
a death toll of nine 
per- 


sons when 
a Southern 
Pacific 


freight train collided with a motor- 
railway car of a section gang 
which had been, repairing damage 
caused by the worst California 
storm in years. Eight other per- 
sons were known to be dead 
in 


swollen rivers and traffic accidents 
throughout the state while anoth- 
er man, a judge, was 
reported 


missing. 


Steamer In Distress 


These reports of death and des- 


truction were met almost instantly 
by similar bad tidings from the 
east. Early today, the S. S. Bada- 
gry, a British steamer, reported 
herself in distress off the coast of 
NewcfOLUuiiaiKJ.. The

stricken vessel was filling rapidly. 


In addition, while many 
com- 


munities along the Atlantic coast 
sought protection against gigantic 
waves whipped up by a northeast- 
er, several men in a small cabin 
cruiser adrift in Long Island sound 
were sought by coast guard boats. 
They had fought to keep afloat for i 
sixteen hours and were believed 
still afloat as dawn broke across 
the sound. 


Snow Strikes Capital 


At Washington, where spring is 


usually heralded by the blooming 
of Japanese cherry blossoms now 
in full flower, a 
blinding snow- 


storm struck before dawn, 
later 


turning to rai,n. 


While icy gales and mountainous 


seas ripped against eastern break- 
waters, dust storms hovered over 
the western plains, with a pall of 
fine dust floating over New Mex- 
ico, Colorado, Wyoming and parts 
of Nebraska. The propelling winds, 
however, were zephyr-like compar- 
ed to the winds .which had swept 
the acrid dust across the west and 
midwest recently.

The soldier, as an expression of affection for his top-sergeant, pro- 


bably without parallel in the whole A. E. F., gave the watch to Robson, 
who has sent it, through the medium of the American Red1 Cross, 
back to its original owner, Ackfel, who is now the keeper of a light- 
house in the Baltic Sea.
